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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only If the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-11 and 13- 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Keyes, IV et al. 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system for a field device in a process control 
apparatus (Claims 1, 11, 17 and 22: see paragraph 12), comprising: at least one sensor 
associated with the process control apparatus (Claims 1. 11, 17 and 22: see paragraph 
23); a computer located on the field device and adapted to receive data from the sensor 
and to detect an occun^ence of a predetermined process event (Claims 1 , 1 1 , 17 and 
22: see paragraph 23); and a memory device operatively connected to the computer 
and adapted to store sensor data received by the computer at a time corresponding to 
the occurrence of the predetermined process event (Claims 1, 1 1. 17 and 22: see 
paragraphs 23 and 67); wherein the memory device is further adapted to store sensor 
data received by the computer at times prior to the occurrence of the predetermined 
process event (Claims 1 and 18: see paragraph 66). 
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Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the memory device is further 
adapted to store sensor data received by the computer at times subsequent to the 
occun^ence of the predetermined process event (Claims 3 and 13: see paragraph 66) 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the first field device detects 
the occurrence of the predetemiined process event and communicates the occurrence 
of the predetermined process event to at least a second field device to store data on a 
second memory device associated with the second field device (Claim 14: see 
paragraph 66). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the computer is a 
microcontroller located on the field device (Claim 5: see paragraph 23). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system of claim 1 , wherein the memory device 
is located on the field device (Claim 6: see paragraph 23). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the memory device is a non- 
volatile RAM (Claims 7: see paragraph 78). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the field device is a valve 
positioner (Claim 8: see paragraph 24). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the predetermined process 
event is an excessive travel deviation of a valve element (Claims 9. 15, 19 and 21: see 
paragraph 24). 

Keyes, IV et al. teach a diagnostic system wherein the predetermined process 
event is a sensor signal, representing a sensed valve parameter, crossing a cutoff point 
(Claims 10, 16 and 20: see paragraph 24).
